Thut firmus on the part 
of Bonaparte was nevir forgiven. Having quelled 
‘su insurrection, he wae accosed of having xourht to 
provoke that dvordvr, for the purpose of, reudering 

imyelf useful in repressing it, and obliged to repair 
0 Puris in onder to hie conduet ; whieh eveut 
occurred in 1702. an epoch distinguished by the an- 
nikilation of royalty in France. 

On bis retur to Corlea, after the memorable 10th 
of August, oftheaame year, Nonnparte at length found 
‘80 opportimity for the exercise of his military taleuts. 
France being procliimed a Republic, was threstened 
and attacked by wil the powers of Europe, Bfore 
than 9 million of Republicuns flew to arais, and, in a 
short time, the French forces appeared on the terri 
tories of those powers who had teen expaleed from 
the soll of France. Belgiam was conquered ; Baxoy 
invaded ; while « fleet liad sailed from Toulon, unier 
the orders of Adimiral Trugmet. Bonaparte was en- 
‘trusted with tut expedition, which seized upon the 
island und fort St. Htienne, ‘ss well as the Isle de la 
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Medeleine, delonging to the King of Sordinia. He 
was, however, soon compelled to evacame those 
places, us the diwisters sustained by the flvet hud 
affected the snecess of the whee *xpedition. 
Trugwet, previous to eneourtering tive enemy, had 
to contend with the elemunts, luck completely pres 
yenled the juuction of tvs Beet wri a aynadron cruise 
ing off Naples. Ou arviviug before Cagliuri, he was 
received in w very unexpectell muuner by those 
falanders, who saluted the French with showers af red 
hot bails; while the troops who attempted a dracent 
were also dele 
‘The disorganiution and retreat of that squadron 
fospired the independent purty in Corsica with re 
newal hopes; tlie discontented, therefore, rallied 
their forces, and in spite of the dverecs of the Con- 
vention, aud the feetile army left in Corsica to retain 
the nativey in obudieuer, wu liverale coavoked a 
Conanitaat Corts, wader tite supices of Pascal Pool, 
and formed a council of government, the vecretar 
which was I. Pozzo di Boio, afterwanis Russign 
mobucsador at the court of Frince. ‘the President, 
Paoli, wus then nomiua.ed gerneralissimo of the Cor- 
fioun forces ; who, witu the succours received from 
England, easily dispersed the French troops, and 
those inhabitants wuo sided with France; so that 
j i ry place of Importunce, wis soon la 
power. Ou Bonaparte’s return to the islond, 
Balicette ard La Combe St. Michel, members of the 
Convention, charged to curry its decree into execu 
‘tion, hud fled fer refuge te Calvi; Napoleon, on re- 
alc thituer to join them, was exposed to consi- 
table danger, siuee, custou having there the force 
of law, the destroying uny wut deemed obnoxious, 
even by ussasemation, iy authonsed. With the as 
sistance of some roo's Jisemburked by the French 
cowntitetoners, Bonaparte attempted to re-enter 
Ajuceso, but in vain; the anms of the Convention 
being equally poweriess with ita decrees. ‘The pro- 
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seription of the conquered was the resalt of victory, 
tnd, as Bonaparte had Ha ignaized Limoelt on that oa
